CREMATORY PLANT 


Action Expected of Coun- 
cil Accepts Plan to Dis- 
pose of Garbage Free 
of Cost, 


Abandonment of the city crema- 
tory may result tf council accepts 
the proposition made to that body 
Monday afternoon by the Southeast 
Nu- Fuel gompany, gn Atlanta cor- 
poration. 3 
In a petition addressed to counci!| 
and the board of health, this com- 
bany asked permission to make a 
contract on térms to be mutually 
agreed upon, by which the company 
would be allowed to take over the 
disposition of the garbage without 
cost to the city. 

The intention of the company is 
to construct plants at four widely 
separated points in the city and at 
these plants employ a process to 
convert the garbage into fuel, which 
it is claimed by its officials will 
rival anthracite coal im heatine 
power, and may be burned wherever 
coal is employed for heat. The plan 
of the company would be to sell 
the product. » 

Assertion is madc by thé company 
that by establishing four glance in 
the city the expense now inturred by 
the sanitary department in hauling 
all of the refuse to the crematory 
would be cut in half. Cost of operat- 
ing the crematory, which is approxi- 
mately $50,000 yearly, would be 
eliminated, it is pointed out, and 
the city would save a very large sum 
now expended in garbage disposal) 
by accepting the company’s propdsal. 

The company promises to erect 
the plants and agree to sell them to 
the city, lease its patent rights, or 
contract to dispose of the garbage 
for twenty-five years. 

The communication was referred 
to the finance committee with direc- 
tions to investigate.

BIG OCCUPATIONAL 
TAX RAISE VOTED 
BY CTY COUNCIL 


20 Per Cent Increase Au- 
_ thorized, Except for Spe- 


BITTER OPPOSITION . 
OFFERED BY NUTTING 


Declares Action of Coun- 
cil Will Result in Antag- 
onism and III Will on 
Part of Business Men. 


By a vote of 15 to 8, city council 
on Monday afternoon adopted an 
ordinance recommended by the tax 
committee levying a uniform in- 
crease of 20 per cent on all classes 
of business in Atlanta except a spe- 
cial list, including real estate deal- 
ers, renting agents, grocers, laun- 
drymen, plumbers hool book 
agents, opticians and a few other 
occupations, where the license 
charge was made higher, being 
doubled in some instances. The 
mayor is expected to affix his sig- 
nature to the measure. 

‘It is estimated by City Clerk Wal- 
ter Taylor, through whose office 
the occupational taxes’ are collect- 
ed, that enactment of the ordinance 
will result in increased revenue to 
the city during the remainder of 
the year of approximately $40,000. 

Councilman J. R. Nutting bitterly 
opposed the measure and employed 
all the parliamentary expedients at 
his command to defeat it. He intro- 
duced one substitute ang three 
amendments, two of which he re- 
ceived no second to, and the others 
were voted down as they were pre- 
sented,

Mr. Nutting’s original position on 
the floor was against any increase 
whatsoever. He argued that the 
citizens of Atlanta have submitted 
to the payment of emergeney taxes

The court complete- 
ly sustained the contentions of the 
government and of the dry forces 
which assisted it in defending the 
amendment and enforcement act. 

Now the only possibility of end- 
ing or modifying prohibition lies in 
the repeal -of the amendment or 
enforcement 
measure by congress. Congress 
could increase the amount of alco- 
hol which may be legally contained 
in beverages to more than one-half 
of one per dent ‘stipulated in the 
Volstead act. Three-fourths of the 
states would have to act to kill the 
eighteenth amendment, 

The suits in which the court ruled 
had attached prohibition from every 
angle conceivable, some of the fore- 
most legal talent of the country 
arguing in behalf of the “wets.” 
Briefly, the court established these 
facts: : 

The prohibition amendment 1s 
valid, end was adopted in a legal 
manner, 7 

Where state and federal laws 
conflict, the federal law is supreme. 

The federal government can con- 
trol the liquor traffic within a state 
and between states. 

“Concurrent power” of enforce- 
ment does not mean states must 
approve the federal act, or must 
themselves legislate to make it ef- 
fective. 

The action of .the court makes 
inoperative state laws which have 
sought* to allow light beer and 
wines. The Volstead act is held 
supreme, and must be enforced in 
évery state, regardless of whether 
the state has ratified prohibition 
or not, and regardless of whatever 
action legislatures may take. 

A Dissenting Opinion, 

A dissenting opinion came on 
this point. Justice McKenna, while 
agrecing that the constitutional 
amendment was valid, disagreed 
with his colleagues on the question 
of “concurrent power.” He held 
“joint power“ was meant, and not 
conflicting power, and declared the 
power was granted for “use and not 
abuse.” Clark also differed on this 
point. 

Associate Justice McKenna in still 
another opinion said: “The court 
declares conclusions only without 
giving reasons for them. I must 
at least excuse if I can not justify 
my dissent.” 19 

Justice McKenna said the Rhode 
Island and New Jersey gases should 
have been decided on their merits. 
He added that he did not agree 
with the action of the court in re- 
versing the Wisconsin case. 

Associate Justice McReynolds, 
while not dissenting from court’s 
opinion, said he ¢confiné@ his con- 
clusions to the fact that it is im- 
possible to say what construction 
should be given to the eighteenth 
amendment. A multitude of queg- 
tions will arise, and I prefer to 4 
main free when they arise.” 

Permission to file motions asking 
for rehearing of the cases was 
given by the court at the request

Justice Vandevanter Nervous. 
The opinion was read by Justice 
Vandevanter, after the court had 
been in session for some time. He 
arose, obviously nervous, his face 
blocdless, and after clearing his 


throat announced that he had the 


opinion in “No. 29 original” and 
other cases. Then he started read- 
ing the brief conclusions the court 
had reached. Spectators were ber- 
fectly quiet, sitting upright in their 
chairs. When Vandevanter had fin- 
ished, he slowly sat back in his 
chair and closed his eyes. 

Chief Justice White also read a 
concurring opinion, in which he ex- 
plained the steps dy which the 
court had reached its decision. He 
made the point, in discussing con- 
current power, that it was neces- 
sary for the federal power to be gu- 
preme if the intent of the amend- 
ment were to be carried out.

California Senator Tells 
Great Mass Meeting in 
Chicago Those Are the 
Two Big Issues.

He Accepts Challenge If 
It Be Radical to De- 


| mand 100 Per Cent Serv- 


ice From Officials and to 
Insist Upon Decency, 
Justice and Humanity. 


Chicago, June 7.—At a convention 
eve popular rally tonight, Senator 
Hiram Johnson declared the repub- 
lican party must not “hide or skulk” 
on the treaty issye and must see 
that it goes before the country this 
year -with “clean hands.” 

Speaking to a capacity audience 
in the big auditorium where the 
1916 progessive national convention 
was held, the California candidate 
kept his hearers cheering repeatedly 
as he rapped the “servile press” 
and the republican leaders who, he 
said, wanted to make the party “a 
party for the few.” Some of these 
men, he declared, “are in the saddle 
all over the Country and are today 
in evidence in the city of Chicago.” 

His demand for repeal of war 
laws was loudly cheered. Another 
whoop went up when he said the 
“big profiteer” had escaped pun- 
ishment through lack of administra- 
tion effort in executing the law. 

Ear-splitting cheers greeted Sen- 
ators Johnson and Borah as they 
walked to the center of the atage in 
the California delegation. After the 
cheering had lasted seven minutes 
the d played “The Star Spangled 
Banner,” and then there was a mix- 
ture of cheering and band selections 
which had covered fifteen minutes 
more when Senator Johnson was 
introduced by A. D. Lasker, of Chi- 
cago.

That Johnson is the third candi- 
date in point of delegates it is ab- 
VFious, for he stands next to the 
two leaders. But Johnson can not 
be considered in the same class as 
Wood and Lowden. He has, it is 
true, something like 160 delegates 
in all, of whom 112 are instructed 
for him, and under the law must 
vote for him. But of these 112 
nearly two-thirds are for Johnson 
Only under duress. They must vote 

r him because their state pri- 

ry laws compel them to do so. 
They will vote’for him unwillingly, 
and just as soon as. their state 
primary laws permit, or as soon 
as their consciences demand or 
their interests tempt them, they 
will stop voting for Johnson and 
divide themselves more or less 
Squaily between Lowden and Wood. 
Of delegates who can really be 
Galled his own Johnson has but a 
handful. 

Johnson Must Win by Accident. 


Plenty of leaders and plenty of 


Observers know the statistics of 
gill the delegates as an expert ac- 
gountant knows his figures, and 
they all knew that of delegates who 
’ Will go with him to the last ditch, 
Johnson has just about 40 and no 
more. Johnson's friends know this; 
‘Johnson himself knows it. In point

gate strength. He can only win 
by an accident, by some emotional 
crisis within the convention, or by 
gome use of major political strategy 
no one oan foresee. Whether he 
intends to attempt an emotional 
crisis in the convention, or has any 
other major strategy in mind, no 
off knows but himself. Lacking 
gome such unknown resource, John- 
‘gon has but a minor chance. The 
reports of even betting on Johnson 
in Wall street, if they are true, re- 
flect a grotesque state of mind in 
that ordinarily erudite community. 
They are betting on accident or in- 
Splratlon against the normal course 
of events. * 

How is it, then, that Johnson 
figures so largely in the dispatches, 
how is it that so many here say 
that “Johnson will be a bi fac- 
tor?’ Johnson is a big factor mere- 
ly because he is identified with and 
will take part in whatever contest 
the convention develops. on the 


league of nations Issue. 
Johnson Represents Anti-League. 
Johnson is the candidate of those 


yoters throughout the country and 
of these forces in the senate and 
throughout the nation who are op- 
~™ posed to the league o nations—to- 
Rolly opposed to it—the “‘irreconcil- 
bles,” the last ditchers,” as they 
y. It is that position which gives 
Johnson more power to bring about 
a dramatic thing than his own dele- 
‘gates give him. Johnson says he 
s here only to make fight against 
the league of nations; only to com- 
pel the convention to adopt plat- 
form repudiating the league of na- 
tions entirely. He says that this is 
his only purpose and that his can- 
) didacy for the ‘presidency is merely 
minor. He may mean that, or he 
may not. Clearer-minded men than 
Johnson frequently mistake their 
own motives. So emotional a man 
as Johnson is quite capable of mak- 
ing himself believe that his purpose 
is one thing, when in truth, his am- 
bition is instinctively struggling to- 
ward another. owever, that does 
not matter; it is of small impor- 


tance. 

‘But the fact that gives Johnson 
his real standing in the situation 
here is this fact: That he is the 
leader of the opposition toe the 
league of nations, and that he pro- 
poses to fight with all his might on 
this issue. It is out of this collision 
between the issue of the league of 
nations and the issue of the presi- 
dency that the possibility of John- 
son Secoming a dramatic figure in 
the convention arises. The tendency 
up to now has been to try to draft 
a wWeasel-worded compromise which 


will be agreeable both to Johnson 


and to Lodge as well. But this at- 
tem to eye Og ree may be pre- 
mented either by Johnson or by the 
friends of the league as amended 
by the Lodge reservations.

however, the plan was concrete and 
important. They did not dream at 
that time that Johnson could be 
made a presidential possibility. 
They knew that Knox could; they 
knew “that Knox would be accept- 
Able to the conservative east and to 
the old guard leaders. They realized, 
of course, that by reason of his lo- 
cation and his former business as- 
sociations he would not be accept- 
able-to the progressives of the west 
and middle west, but they figured 
that they themselves. as progres- 
sives, could by indorsing him take 
the curse of the east off him. 

Knox Acceptable to Progressives. 


At one time or another it fig- 
ured more or less definitely in 
their plans that Borah, Johnson and 
other progressives of the wes: 
should campaign for him. It sounds 
sensational, and your correspouuent 
has only second-hand authority for 
saying it, but he Is nevertheless con- 
fident that Knox would be accepta- 
ble to such thoroughgoing progres- 
sives as Senator Norris, of Nebras- 
ka; Senator Gronna, of North Da- 
kota, and, even most surprising of 
all—Senator La Follette, of Wiscun- 
sin. The reason for this extraordi- 
nary bedfellowship of the most re- 
actionary east and the most radical 
west lies wholly in the common de- 
votion to the cause of defeating the 
league of nations. In the eyes of 
these western progressives and rad- 
ical leaders, all the old economic s- 
sues which had divided thein from 
Knox in the past were overcome by 
what was. in their eyes, the pre- 
dominant issue of the league of na- 
tions. The Knox that was an Ana- 
thema to them as progressives was 
to be their presidential favorite as 
irreconcilables. 

This was the.intention in the be- 
ginning. Then, as the fight against 
the league of nations developed, 
Johnson was picked to make speecn- 
es throughout the country against 
it. He was the one chosen to fol- 
low President Wilson through the 
country when the latter was mak- 
ing speeches in behalf of the league 
of nations. Johnson was selected 
and provided with funds to make 
the trip. He made the trip, and as 
a speechmaker he developed a suc- 
cess which rather changed the 
course of events. Originally intend- 
ed as only the ballyhoo man of the 
league of nations fight, as the ad- 
vance agent of Knox, the remark- 
able success which attended Johnson 
caused him to become the matin 
show. 

Penrose and Knox. 


That was the situatiom when, in 
April, Penrose threw Knox's hat 
into the ring. That act on Pen- 
rose’s part was not done through 
understanding with the progressive 
senators, who were the real back- 
ers of Knox. Penrose did it for 
personal reasons connected with the 
politics of his own state. The in- 
tention of the real backers of Knox 
had been to hold his name back un- 
til the convention should meet, and 
until there should be an opening for 
dark horses. It was the intention 
that at that time Knox should be 
introduced to the convention by 
some of the progressives, and that 
his candidacy should be put before 
the convention and before the coun- 
try under wholly progressive aus- 
pices. 

That really has been the situation 
until recently. Of course, Johnson's 
success in the primaries altered the 
situation somewhat. Probably he 
reached a point when he felt with 
good reason that he had enough mo- 
mentum to be the anti-league of na- 
tions candidate himself and that 
there was no need to press that po- 
Sition on the comparatively indif- 
ferent, and even unwilling, Knox. 
That is the true-relation of John- 
son to the situation. That is the 
basis of the Knox and Johnson tick- 


room gossip of the senate. The sug- 
gestion has been received by many 
newspapers with jeering scorn. To 
those who ridicule the idea your 
correspondent can only record the 
fact that it has back of it the ag- 
gregate of those senatorial brains 
that have led the fight against the 
league. That those brains are con- 
siderable in the field of politics is 
proven by the success of their anti- 
league fight. 

All Depends on League Plank. 

What ll happen now depends 
wholly what is done about tke 
league of nations in the platforrn. 
Also, to a certain extent, the Knox 
part of the scheme may be affected 
by the illness of Penrose and ‘the 
other recent events in Pennsylvania 
politics attendant upon Penrose's 
loss of power. Johnson here in Chi- 
cago, we all expect, will fight for a 
league of nations platform accept- 


able to him. If that is given to him 
in the shape of an artfully worded 


compromise that indorses both him 
and Lodge, he may take his elimina- 
tion from the presidency gracefully, 
and there may be no explosion. But 
if the convention attempts to in- 
dorse the league with the league 
reservations in such a way as to re- 
pudiate Johnson and his last 
ditchers, than a dramatic collision 
may occur.

Chicage, June 7.— The Wood forces 
today made a determined effort to 
swing the New York delegation to 
tne support of their candidate on 
the first ballot.

BALKS AT OKNSON, 
THOUGH STRUCTED 


Chicago, June 7.—Refusal of one 
of Oregon’s ten delegates, Judge 
Wallace McCamant, of Portland, to 

t his vote in accordance with the 
result of the Oregon primary, won 
by Senator Johnson, today devel- 
oped an unprecedented problem for 
the convention, involving adherence 
to or freedom from instructions of 
all primary chosen delegates for al! 
candidates. A spirited and pro- 
tracted fight in the midst of the 
very first ballot on candidates was 
expected. 

Judge McCamant has given no- 
tice that he will not vote for Sena- 


‘tor Johnson, although the Califor- 


nian won the primary, but will vote 
for General Wood because, Judge 
McCaman!: contends, his own elec- 
tion did not bind him to Senator 
Johnson. The Oregon delegate con- 
tends that as he was a recognized 
Wood supporter, giving such notice 
before the primary, the state pref- 
erence for Johnson is not obliga- 
tory upon him. The others, how- 
ever, are to cast their ballots for 
Johnson. , 
The question presented, veteran 
leaders declared, is entirely new and 
its decision ig up to the conven- 
tion itself during the call of the 
first ballot, as neither the national 
nor credentials committee has pow- 
er to question Judge McCamant’s 
seat. nor contest being involved. 
While the immediate dispute ak- 
fects only one Wood or Johnson 
vote, the principle to ba established 
is regarded as affecting all primary 
elected delegates of every candidate.

Is Exceedingly Serious

Editor Constitution: Tour edito- 


rial on the Columbus plan leads me 
to drop vou à line on conditions over 
here. Not far from our town, a few 
miles back, ten negro families gave 
up their crops in one community and 
went north to work at public works, 
This causes a joss to the farmers of 
all the seed, fertilizer and mule feed 
put.into those crops. . 

The farmers were asked by the 


tenants for advances. The uncer- 


tain seasons, the poor crop prospects, 


made it impossible for the farmers 
to advance ‘supplies on the present 
high cost of living, resulting as 
above. 

The situation Is more serious than 
the average person thinks. The 
writer is one of the state evangel- 
ists for Alabama. My older boy 
operates a small farm in south Ala- 
bama. The rains have so delayed 
his work that he needs a plow boy 
There sre 
some boys just out of school here. 
This is a cotton mill town and I 


have been trying to hire one to go’ 


home wtih me and help my son in 
the cotton and corn crops. Of course, 
they ask what salary I will give 
them. With the seasons so unrelia- 
ble and the boll weevil so bad, I 
cannot offer a 14-year-old boy more 
than $20 per month—solid time and 
board. This,of colrse, would mean 


for a farmer's day, not a unlon man’s 


eight-hour day, The boys immedi- 
ately informed me that they can 
make $12 per week for an eight- 
hour day in the cotton mill.

Although no information as to the 
result of the federal investigation 
into the clerks’ strike situation here 
could be obtained Monday night 
from officials in the city, it is be- 
lieved that the strike will come to 
an end today.

At a late hour Monday night the 
conferences were still being held, 
and Mr. Fitzgerald declined to is- 
sue any statement for the press. 

According to railway officials, all 
Atlanta clerks, with the exception 
of a large number of Central of 
Georgia clerks, returned to their 
work during the last week. Many 
places vacated by the Central of 
Georgia clerks are said to be per- 
manently filled. 7 


Washington, June 7.— Strike of 
railway clerks of the Central of 
Georgia and neighboring southern 
railways will be called off tomor- 
row, the department of labor was 
advised today by E. H. Fitzgerald, 
grand president of the Brotherhood 
of Railway Clerks. 

President Fitzgerald and Dr. C.

PERSHING TO RETIRE 
FROM ACTIVE SERVICE 


June 7.— General 
Pershing will retire from active 
service within a few months. He 
announced his intention today in a 
letter to Secretary Baker. 

The commander of the American 
expeditionary forces declared that he 
felt he could give up his military 
duties without impairment of the 
servicé and “thus be free to engage 
in something more active.” The 
general did not indicate the nature 
of his future activities. 

General Pershing assured Secre- 
tary Baker that he would remain in 
the service until work involved in 
the carrying out of the army reor- 
Sanization act was completed. He 
gave the added assurance that in 
any future crisis he would be at the 
call of the nation, 

The general's letter to Secretary 
Baker was made public by Colonel 
J. G Quekemeyer, his aide. It fol- 
lows: 

“Dear Mr. Secretary: 

“Referring to our conversation of 
a few days ago, I wish to say that 
it has long been my desire to re- 
turn to civil life. Throughout my 
military career I have been very 
much occupied, and the assignments 
that have fallen to my lot during 
recent years have been more or less 
important. 

“It now appears that my duties 
are not likely to be of a character 
that will require more than a por- 
tion of my time. Under the cir- 
cumstances, I feel that after the 
completion of the work contem- 
plated by the army reorganization 
act, I could relinquish military duty 
without detriment to the service,

Fund for the Purchase of 


Rolling Stock. 


Washington, June 7.—Immediate 
appropriation of $125,000,000 of gov- 
ernment funds for the use of the 
railroads to purchase new rolling 
stock was announced today by the 
interstate commerce commission. 
The money will be advanced out of 
the 300,000, 000 ravolving fund pro- 
vided in the transportation act. 

Appropriations for additions and 
betterments to promote the move- 
ment of cars were fixed at $73,000,- 
000; appropriations to meet matur- 
ing obligations were fixed at $50,- 
000,000 and appropriations for loans 
to carriers at $12,000,000. 

Of the total to be advanced for 
rolling stock $75,000,000 will badet 
aside for the purchase of freight 
cars, with preference given to 20,- 
000 refrigerator cars to move fruit 
crops, and $50,000,000 will be set 
aside for the acquisition of locomo- 
tives, with preference given to 
freight and switching locomotives. 

In each case first allotments will 
be made to roads making the great- 
est advances to meet the govern- 
ment loans, Jn the case of the ad- 
vance for locomotives applicants 
will be required to contribute at 
least 50 per cent of the costs, but 
before any passenger locomotives 
are purchased attention will be giv- 


en to the need for freight and 
switching engines. by roads which 
are unable to make 50 per cent ad- 
vances. 

Roads applying for loans for 
equipment and betterments also 
will be required to make such con- 
tributions “as it is within their 
power to furnish.” 

The commission will not recom- 
mend loans out of the $50,000,000 
fund for retiring maturing obliga- 
tions unless the applicants have 
Clearly exhausted every effort to 
take care of maturities “by exten- 
sion, by refunding and by every oth- 
er means.” 

Time for filing applications and 
amendments was extended to June 
19 and the Associati@n of Railway 
Executives, which proposed the di-
